He aaid that one 
of the traffic officers on duty. ex- 
amined hoth eyelea after the weel- 
dent and ‘found the braxe was dis- 
connected. There was no quibble 
nbout that, and Mo. Brett admitted 
the fact. He further said, however 
that the rear brake was perfectly 
ciicient, and was’ sufficient for all 
oreasions. The front © brake: hnd 
heen purposely disconnected, 

The renson for the disconnection, 
Mr. Lo proeced, was because a brake 
on the front wheel of a-cycle was 
not desirable, as it was Hable to 
enuse ‘n skid if applied suddenly, 
und the rear brake was much more 
effective, “Ll am instructed that 
many officers in the Police Depart- 
ment themselves ‘disconnect: the 
front brake in order to avoid, the 
risk of a skid,” added Mr. Lo. * 


“Gleam of Consclence.”, 


Explaining an item contained in 
the counter-clnim, Mr..Russ said 
there was a charge of $50 for two 
new Goodyear tyres. That, he 
aald, had nothing to do with the 
aceident and had been included 
through a clerical error. 

In reply, Mr. Lo expressed his 
pleasure at a “gleam of returning 
conscience in my fricnd’s elient.” 
He sald he thought there were 
many items that had nothing to do 
with the.accident. :

Disconnected Brake. 


Mr, Brett went on to say that he 
purchased the combination from 
a policeman and the front brake 
was already disconnected when tho 
snle wag made. The tendency to 
skid when a front brake was used 
was the explanation given to him 
hy the seller as the reason for the 
disconnection, and this man had 
further told him that three pairs 
of ‘cycle forks had been broken. in 
the Police Foree through the use 
of, such brakes, and it was the 
tendency to disconnect them. 

Speaking with regard 10° Mra, 
Mackie, Mr. Brett said her daugh- 
ter was killed when a bus, after 
being overturned dhrough a motor- 
cycle striking a front wheel, 
caught fire. Mrs, Mackie was 
extremely nervous . of motor 
vehicles and he accordingly drove 
slowly,
